Claim Rejections under 35 USC $112 
Claims 56, 58, 70, 71, and 79 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the 
claimed invention, specifically the Examiner rejected the claims for being indefinite for using the 
Markush language "selected from the group consisting essentially of. . ." The Applicant has 
amended the claims using the Markush language "selected from the group consisting of . . ."
